gy Mongſt the throng of perſons that crowd to tell their Grievances, an4 to beg your relief, as an Engliſh manl cannot be unconcern'd , 
@ nor you 1n Juſtice retuſe to hear me : I do not intend to trouble you. with a long lertes of the unhappy War , your own Experience 
in that is able to inform you z but onely to give you ſome little accompr faithfully of what hath happen'd fince Zambert's laſt 
Interrupting that which ſo daringly aſſumes the Name of a Paxt1amzxr , with more Impucence than Juſtice , with more Madneſs 
than Merit : When Lambert had by violence forc'd the Members from fitting in the Houle , and as inditcreetly left them ar liberty , 
you were then the onely perſon who might viſibly reſtore them , then they look'd upon you as their Redeemer , which you really 
w2re. Having noi once more by your favour gras'pd a power which they believ'd they (ſhould not out-live,to fecure themfelves as well 
trom you as others, they commandedyou up, and under a pretence o! [taking you into an Adminiſtration of Aﬀairs with them, in ſtead 
of a General which you were in the North , and his Excellency , they made you a ſingle Commiſſroner , the laſt of foure z and leſt that number, whereot 
three were a 2urum , ſhould not ballance you , they added another ; ſo that you muſt be over-awed in Vote, and ſubmit to thoſe who never yet 
durſt openly make you their Enemy , and ae unfic to be your Friends. When they ſaw (with Eyes full of Malice and ſeatoulie ) bow your whole March 
was but one entire Triuinph, and that all perſons, of all Conditions , Ages, and Sexes , met you, either to unbolome thernſelves and tell their 
Mileries , and pray your Help ; or , give you the Acclamations due to a Blood-leſs Vitory ; they now thought you too great and too good to live, and 
were preparing your Herſe and Cypreis , while you brought them the Olive-branch of Peace : Firſt, to try you , they offered you an Oath, which I 
think no {ober conſcientious perſon will take , it being in effect but to bind up the Hand of Providence, and to ſet ones Face againſt that Power , which 
( for ought we know ) may intend us for cur good , or puniſhment , what we ſo much fear ; and to either we ought quietly ro (ubmit, This not taking, 
they encevoured, firſt to render you odious, that they might more eaſily deſtroy you, and ſend you unpityed to your grave and {corn d, robbing you firſt 
of that wh.ch ihould have ſweetly preſerv'd your name to Poſterity , yonr Honour : To effect this , they commanded you to go with your Army into 
the City , and there to Impriſon their Members, Break down their Gates, Port-culliſes , Chains and Poſts, and whatſoever look'd like a Fence for that 
Freedome hath lo long been theirs ; what 'an angry and fad Face you ſaw the City wear for that ation , you know : INor would their Malice to your Fame 
have ended here , for you were to afliſt at the horrid murthering of ſome Citizens arfd Common-council Men , whom they intended to hang art their 
own cores, 1n terror to the reſt ; when this was done , you were to diſarm them , and to level their Walls to the ground , and to have found in their 
Ruines your own : Four , when by theſe accurſed ations they had fix'd an Odium upon you , then were you to fall a ſacrifice to their Ambition, whom 
nothing can (atisfie but the Tyranny over three Nations at once, and from a Deliverer become a Victim: Your prudence wiſely foreſaw this, and finding 
how odious they cudevoured to make you , and how cloſely they had contriv'd your ruine , you put a ftop to their horrid Deſignes , and by countenanciny 
the City in their Equitable Deſires, have rais'd in all ſuch an admiration, and for your ſelf ſo great aſtock of glory, as you cannor, but by fome ſtrange act 
of Iadiſcretion , forfeit or loſe 3 you cannot but take notice to what a ſtrange height of Joy that good aftion rais'd every ſober perſon, and it you wanted 
Inclinations in your own Soul to do us good , you might be lighted to them by thoſe Fires which were kindled for your Triumph that Night , and woutd 
( had you gone on ): in al probability , have prov'd your Funeral Pile , few days after. You have tairly began our Deliverance , leave it not here, for 
your Satety and our Good are fo link'd together and alli'd , that neither can fall ſingly : You have by an act of Honour and Jultice exaſperated a Party 
againſt you , whoſe Principles are damnable , whoſe Spirits are implacable ; by the one they pretend and believe, by a ſtrange kind ot Saintſhip, a Title 
to all our Lives and Fortunes , and that they were by Grace born our Heirs z by the other they have in them fogreat a thirſt atter Revenge, like 1!alians, 
they Kill with a ſmile; and however they may for Safety ſeem Friends , are never to be atton'd ; How hardly they forget and pardon Injuries, the late 
Northern Expecition will manifeſt ; for when the Officers of Lambert's Army by an early defection an41 ſubmiſhon thought to prelerve their places, though 
the firſt did their buſineſs without a blow ſtrook, yer not one of forty was continued in his Command ;z and it they urge their Mercy to Lambert , 'tis 
not their Ciemency bur Neceſlity , hoping by his Intereſt among the Faxatiques , to ballance, or countermand and check your Power : Nor is there any 
thing ſo Sacred thit can bind them , they having violated all Covenants and Oaths , ana it is to be beleiv'd , prels others to do the like , that they may 
make others as hatefu! and abominable as themſelves , in this imitating their Maſter the Devil , who is watchful and indultrious tor our damnation , for 
envy and company : Befides , my Lord, you have provok'd them , by fixing upon them a CharaRer in your Speech, which the whole Body of our 
Language cannot equal , and they can never forgive or forget , for it will live as long as the name of RMP, that ſpawn'd them. Having thus deſervedly 
made them your Enemies , it is too late to make them your Friends}nor can they expe it; and unleſs you will be ſo imprudent as to caſt off the love 
and protection of all ſober perſons , and betake vour falf to a villianous, accurſed, hated, deformed Monſter of Contuſion , which your ſelt have 
condemned and branded with an eternal mark of Infamy , you cannot own or act with them , or for them: You gave them 2 fair time to perform 
your juſt Defires , which they have lighted , and forteited your protection, if you ſtand by them any longer , you pur your hand to your owne 
deſtruction , to farther it ; and your Delay , which is all they ask, is but the Baſis of your ruine z you may ſee by their tavourable centure of Lambert 
what they intend ; and you know who were laſt Week in conſultation , and what Party he was to head: Your Ignorance cannot , your Courage will 
not , Let not your Irrelolution deſtroy you and the three Nations z on you depends their hopes, fruſtrate them not , leſt you tail with them , and 
ſuffer not this Inſulting Dragons Taile of Tyranny to opprels us longer ; you have a glorious opportunity put by Providence into your hands to make 
your ſelf Great and Sate, Beloved of Good men, and Terrible to the Bad , loſe it rot by Delaying z rhat ( w! en your Name 's read in the number of 
choſe Deliverers whom Fame and Truth have faithfully committed to Poſterity ) you may be remembred with Joy and Honour in atter Generations : 
But, if on the contrary , your patient but dangerous expecting from theſe Tyrants a Sets!ement , make you loſe the Glory 0: fo brave an Action , you 
will afluredly fall with our Hopes , unpityed , accurſed , and with your own y conclude the three Nations Tragoedy,
